THE CHRIST, THE CROSS, THE CHRISTIAN 


As the cross of Christ stood between the two thieves 
on Golgotha’s hill, so also does the cross stand between 
Christ and the Christian, as well as sinners. The cross, ac- 
cording to Scripture, was associated in the mind of God 
with Christ, who should eventually take on another phase 
of life, humanity, and thereby become Christ Jesus. Since 
@: has been, Christ has been, and when man forfeited 

his spiritual relationship with God the Father, God the 
Son, and God the Holy Ghost, in the Garden of Eden, 
Christ as Jesus the Lamb of God who was to eventually 
take away the sins of the world, was set forth in proph- 
ecy even from the lips of God Himself, types and shadows, 
until that blessed moment came when He was born, in 
keeping with prophecy, in Bethlehem of Judea. 

From the very earliest phase of His ministry, the cross 
was before Him as the means by which He was to provide 
atonement for all who would accept His shed blood. Little 
did the Israelites realize that the brazen serpent upon 
which they looked in the wilderness and were healed, even 
in their dying moments of venemous bite of the fiery 
serpent, was a type of Christ on the cross. But it was, and 
Jesus very fittingly said, “As Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the Son of man be lifted 
up.” Again He said, “And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me,” and, of course, He signified 
by these words the nature of the death He was 

o die. He was not to be _ stoned according to 
q's custom, but to be crucified, and this He 

new long before it took place, as is clearly set 
forth in the following scriptures: Matt. 16:21, “From that 
time forth began Jesus to shew unto his disciples, how 
that he must go unto Jerusalem, and suffer many things 
of the elders and chief priests and scribes, and be killed, 
and be raised again the third day.” Matt 20:17-19, “And 
Jesus going up to Jerusalem took the twelve disciples 
apart in the way, and said unto them, Behold, we go up 
to Jerusalem; and the Son of man shall be betrayed unto 
the chief priests and unto the scribes, and they shall 
condemn him to death, and shall deliver him to the Gen- 
tiles to mock, and to scourge, and to crucify him: and 
the third day he shall rise again.” Matt. 26:2, “Ye know 
that after two days is the feast of the passover, and 
the Son of man is betrayed to be crucified.” 

It was this crucifixion-experience on the cross, as well 
as the brutality He was to suffer in the mock trial and 
the death march to the cross, that constituted the bitter 
cup that He was talking to His Father about in the Garden 

f Gethsemane. Even the full realization of what He was 
* suffer in a few hours reduced His body and mind 
oO such excruciating pain that blood burst forth from the 
pores of His skin to mingle with His sweat, yet He did 
not become faint-hearted. That was His mission; He was 


not a coward; He would be true to it. In this connection,- 


a greater compliment could not be bestowed upon Him 
than that by the writer of Hebrews, in chapter 12, verse 
2, who said, “Who for the joy that was set before him 
ENDURED THE CROSS, despising the shame, and is set 
down at the right hand of the throne of God.” 


Christ knew that since it was His Father’s plan in 
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His all wise economy that He, as Jesus, die on the cross 
and shed His precious blood so the lost world could have 
the new and living way by which to come back to Him, 
He could not afford to let anything or any person stand 
between Him and the cross. The thing that inspired Him 
perhaps more than anything else was the thought of the 
joy that would be His when His suffering, blood-shedding, 
and evil treatment unto death was over; to have the 
smiles of His Father’s approval upon Him; and to know 
that He had provided the plan of eternal redemption 
which would bring all who would believe in Him and His 
atoning blood back into a oneness with God the Father. 
Therefore, here, as well as when Simon Peter confessed 
Him to be Christ the Son of the Living God, He revealed 
to him that He must die at the instigation of the priests 
and scribes, for which Simon Peter rebuked Him and 
said, “Be it far from thee, Lord: this shall not be unto 
thee.” His answer was, “Get thee behind me, Satan: 
thou art an offence: unto me: for thou savourest not 
the things that be of God, but those that be of men.” He 
went to the cross, and, despite the invitation to come 
down from the cross as a proof that He was the Son of 
God, He stayed on the cross until He finished the plan of 
redemption through His blood. 

Following the rebuke that He gave to-Simon Peter, He 
introduces the fact that there is a cross-life for the 
Christian, for He said, “If any man will come after me, 
let him deny himself, and take up his cross, and follow 
me.” 

Why did Christ go to the cross? why did He die on 
the cross? The answer is, For lost mankind. You re- 
member that great text, “For the Son of man is come 
to seek and to save that which was lost.” Paul, in Col. 
1:20,21 says, “And, having made peace through the blood 
of his cross, by him to reconcile all things unto himself: 
by him, I say, whether they be things in earth, or things 
in heaven. And you, that were sometime alienated and 
enemies in your mind by wicked works, yet now hath he 
reconciled.” So then, the first person who is benefited by 
Christ and the cross is the sinner, as set forth plainly in 
this last verse. 

Paul tells us, “For the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish, foolishness; but unto us which are 
saved, it is the power of God.” It was due to the fact 
that Christ was obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross, that this saving gospel could be preached, 
of which Paul said he was not ashamed, “for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to everyone that believeth; to the 
Jews first, and also to the Greek.” So it was Christ before 
the cross and on the cross; now it is the Christian on this 
side of the cross, through the glorious fact that Jesus died 
on the cross and was buried and, true to His promise, was 
resurrected on the third day, who made it possible for 
sinners to become Christians on this side of the cross. 
By a Christian becoming so definitely in love with the 
cross that it loses all of its shame and reproach, his at- 
titude becomes that of Paul when he exclaimed, “God 
forbid that I should glory, save in the cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, by whom the world is crucified unto me, 
and I unto the world.” 

The cross is not only the Christian’s glory, but his 
example, as 1 John 3:16 sets forth, “Hereby perceive we 
the love of God, because he laid down his life for us: and 
we ought to lay down our lives for the brethren.” This, I

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The Superiority of the Church Over an Individual 


The Church is composed of an or- 
ganized group of believers. When 
speaking of an individual walking 
down the street, you would not say, 
“There goes the Church,” but rather, 

“There goes a Christian.” All can be- 
ome Christians and be filled with 
the Spirit; yet no individual can pos- 
sibly possess the characteristics or 
potency of the Church. 


There is a spiritual aspect to the 
Church, also a physical and tangible. 
The latter depends upon the first. To 
become a member of the body of 
Christ we must be born again, John 
3:3-5. 1 Cor. 12:13 says we are all bap- 
tized into one body by one Spirit. 
Thus, in Acts 2:47 we find the Lord 
adding to the Church daily such as 
should be saved. The only way to re- 
ceive this experience is by faith in 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Eph. 2:8; John 3:16. 

Yet, the physical church is made 
up of these born-again Christians. 
In Matt. 16:18 Christ told Peter that 

pon this rock I will build my church. 

o build a church one must have 
material. As the Lord’s Church is not 
made of wood, rock, or any other 
material thing, He must have some 
spiritual matter with which to work. 
Thus, when Peter believed in Him 
with his whole heart and confessed 
Him as the very Son of God, willing 
to follow Him even unto death, he 
became material to be used in the 
Church of Jesus Christ. The Lord re- 
alized for a church to operate for His 
glory it must be made of people who 
had been born again, those who had 
gotten rid of the devil nature and 
were filled with the Holy Ghost. This 
is exactly what each church member 
should have in his soul today. 

This organized group of born-again 
Christians called the Church of God 

more superior to any individual, 

gardless of how much power or in- 
fluence he may possess. God respects 
His Church. In Matt. 16:18, it is stated 
that the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against the Church. The devil 
has been successful in destroying 
men’s lives in all walks of life. Many 
have so scaled the heights of God’s 
ladder of success only to be devoured 
by the wiles of Satan, but the Church 
continues.

In Matt. 18:17 the final authority 
to disfellowship a backslidden mem- 
ber from a church comes from action 
taken by the whole church. There is 
no individual who has been granted 
the power to excommunicate a person 
from the church. God recognizes the 
decision of the church in this matter. 
In Acts 12 Peter is in jail waiting un- 
til after the Passover to be killed. The 
church gathers at the home of one of 
the members and begins a prayer 
meeting. They prevail and God sends 
an angel to release Peter. When the 
church begins to pray, then a revival 
comes. James 5:14, 15. “Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the elders 
of the church; and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with oil in 
the name of the Lord: and the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick.” God hon- 
ors the prayer of the elders because 
they represent His Church. Thus we 
see that God respects and honors His 
Church which is designed to operate 
for His glory. 

The Bible gives us some reason why 
the Church of God has such great 
power and influence. Eph. 1:22 says 
that Christ is the head of the Church. 
In one sense, He is the head of every 
Christian, but in 1 Cor. 12 we find 
we are all members of one body and 
Christ is the head. Thus in Eph. 5:29 
Christ nourishes and cherishes the 
Church. There are many who are 
spiritually deficient because they are 
not in contact with the Church which 
is designed to feed and nourish. 

How is the Church nourished? The 
Bible tells us. First it is by the order 
of the ministry. 1 Cor. 12:28; Eph. 4: 
11-14. In these verses we find that God 
placed IN THE CHURCH, apostles, 
evangelists, pastors and _ teachers. 
These are placed in the Church for 
the perfecting of the saints, for the 
edifying of the body of Christ. When 
a man is called of God to preach or 
minister the gospel, he is to do it in 
the Church, for the glory of the 
Church. Most independent preachers 
use their ministry to build themselves 
up, seeking their own glory. Each 
minister needs to do his ministering 
in the Church and each Christian 
needs to be in the Church to receive 
it. 

Then there are the gifts of the 
Spirit that are placed in the Church. 


1 Cor. 12:8-10 lists these gifts: wis- 
dom, knowledge, faith, healing, mira- 
cles, prophecy, discerning of spirits, 
tongues, and interpretation of 
tongues. In the 28th verse you will 
see that God has placed these gifts 
in the Church. In verses 29, 30 we find 
these questions: “Are all apostles? 
are all prophets? are all teachers? are 
all workers of miracles? have all the 
gifts of healing? do all speak with 
tongues? do all interpret?” All Chris- 
tians who are baptized with the Holy 
Ghost are eligible for one or more of 
these ministries and gifts, yet the 
Church possesses them all for the 
glory of God. If anyone receives a gift 
of the Spirit, it is to be used in and 
for the Church. 

One thought more. As the Church is 
so close to the heart of God and is 
the channel through which God feeds 
and nourishes His people, we should 
be very careful to make the Church 
our most cherished object in life. 
Christ loved the Church and gave 
Himself for it. He desires not to save 
a few individuals, but to present the 
Church to Himself a glorious Church 
without spot or blemish or any such 
thing. 

The minister should feed the 
Church which Christ hath purchased 
with His own blood. He is not to build 
himself, but only is to build a good 
strong church. Most churches that al- 
most go to pieces when a certain pas- 
tor leaves it is the results of a self- 
centered pastor. Each member of a 
church should strive for unity. The 
members should not get their hearts 
set on any certain pastor, but should 
try to build a strong church that could 
operate for the glory of God. 

I once read of a preacher who pas- 
tored a little church in England for 
a number of years. He left this small 
church and went to one of the largest 
in New York. A few years later he 
visited the little church in England 
which he still loved. One of the mem- 
bers of the large church went with 
the pastor. This member proceeded 
to thank the church for sending them 
such a wonderful pastor. They re- 
plied, “Give us 10 more years and we 
will give you another one just like 
him.” We need more great churches 
which are definitely consecrated to 
God’s will and purpose.

REV. RAY COLLINS PLANS 
NEW CHURCH 

....his flock is being crowded 

out of pasture 

One might expect to wait three 
months for a ticket to Broadway’s 
“South Pacific,” but the rush of sin- 
ners to church is usually more halting. 
Nevertheless, Rev. Ray Collins, of the 
South Gastonia, N. C., Church of God, 
received a letter from Mount Holly 
this week saying: “I have been to 
your church three Sundays in a row 
and I haven’t been able to get inside 
yet.” 

Now, what’s this all about? 

Well, two weeks ago, there were 703 
present for Suncay School at the 
South Gastonia church. The figure 
was 631 last Sunday. Nearly every 
Sunday night some 700 pack into the 
small church and yard. 
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Naturally, accommodations are at a 
premium, and the Reverend Collins 
and his members are making plans to 
tear down the old church structure 
and erect a more commodious one. A 
building fund has been created, and 
now boasts a total of some $4,000. The 
goal is to raise $10,000 within the next 
two months. 

The Sunday School class of junior 
boys will be glad to see the project 
completed, because the _ overflow 
crowds on Sunday have crowded them 
out under the trees on the church 
lawn, where they have been lounging 
on the grass to hear the Sunday 
School lesson. 

Other classes of the church also 
are large. Last Sunday there were 230 
present in the Mother’s class and 112 
in the Men’s Bible class’. Members 
come from all over the city and from 
various places in the county. 

A freewill offering taken in the 
interest of the building fund last Sun- 
day amounted to more than $400. 


FOURTEEN IN MINISTRY 


The Reverend Collins believes in- 
terest in the services has been stirred 
in part by his WLTC hour-long 
Church of the Air each Sunday morn- 
ing from 8 to 9 o’clock, and his 5:30 
to 6 air messages each Monday eve- 
ning. These programs bring in some 
100 letters a day, he said. In fact, Rev. 


Collins was the first preacher to be 
heard over WLTC when it opened up 
here in March, 1948. 

The South Gastonia Church of God 
has 14 former members now engaged 
actively in the ministry, which is a 
good record for any church. 

One of the most popular musical 
groups in South Gastonia is the Toney 
Trio, widely known for its radio work 
and public appearances, which sings 
regularly at the 
Church of God. 

The pastor also is known as a 
church builder. While pastor at High 
Shoals for four years he was instru- 
méntal in building a church and par- 
sonage, and while at Paw Creek for 
three years, he built a church. 

Rev. Collins was born in Patrick 
County, Va. (as was his wife), in 1908. 
He is a son of the Rev. G. C. Collins, 
pastor of a Church of God at Thom- 
asville, and the late Mrs. Rebecca 
Dalton Collins, of Virginia.

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FELLOWSHIP

TEXT: “And they continued sted- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine and 
fellowship, and in breaking of bread, 
and in prayers. And fear came upon 
every soul: and many wonders and 
signs were done by the apostles. And all 
that believed were together, and had 
all things common,” Acts 2:42-44. 

In reading the story of the disciples 
from the crucifixion of Jesus through 
the day of Pentecost, our hearts are 
made to rejoice at their joy, share 
their sadness when they are sad, and 
wonder in amazement at the many 
mighty miracles which they did. The 
greatest of these miracles was how a 
band of 120 people (Acts 1:15) could 
stand as one great rock of defense for 
a gospel that had been rejected by 
most of the religious leaders of that 
day and by the great nation which 
God had so wonderfully blessed until, 
by the power of that great gospel, 
thousands were gloriously saved. 

Certainly there must be a number of 
reasons WHY the gospel of Christ has 
spread practically all over the world. 

One of the main reasons is found in 
Acts 2:42, “And they continued sted- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine and 


FELLOWSHIP .. .” 


Fellowship is and always will be a 
must to the success of anything when 
more than one person is involved. 

By Christian fellowship we mean 
“that spirit which binds together by 
the love and spirit of God for the pur- 
pose of winning lost souls for His king- 
dom, and which carries the wonderful 
story of Jesus to a world engulfed in 
spiritual darkness that His light may 
shine upon them and bring them sal- 
vation.” 

The Greek rendering for “fellowship” 
in this scripture is beautiful in mean- 
ing: 

1. PARTNERSHIP. It is certain if we 
are to win lost souls, we must be part- 
ners in the business of our King. 

2. ASHARER. We must share in the 
responsibilities of this great fight. Too 
many have drifted into a spirit of “I 
don’t want to—let the other fellow do 
it.” My friend, if that is your condition, 
it is an outward sign of a heart that 
does not really love the Lord. 
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3. AN ASSOCIATE. We MUST as- 
sociate, or work together, if we would 
win. 

I have often wondered just what 
Simon Peter, the great apostle who 
stood on the day of Pentecost and de- 
livered such a wonderful message to 
the same angry mob which, just a 
few days prior, had howled like a 
pack of hungry wolves for the blood of 
the Son of God, would think if he could 
see our “isms and “ologies” and spirit 
of devouring one another. Some say, 
“If you are not with me, too bad”; 
another overs here cries, “We are the 
one—look at our great membership.” 
Yet we all say we are going to the 
same place! Sometimes I wonder... 

Now I do not think the greatest 
trouble with the church world is lack 
of fellowship of organizations, but so 
little fellowship among members of 
local churches. 

To me, one of the lowest sins in all 
the world is something you see quite 
frequently in this day. That is, when 
you are around someone to pretend he 
is one of the best friends you have, and 
the minute he is gone see just how 
much you can say against him. After 
careful observation, I am beginning to 
believe the greatest percentage of per- 
sonal ideas and opinions are nothing 
but the devil’s lies which he has put in- 
to the minds of some people. 

One great thing that brought fel- 
lowship among God’s people, of which 
I am afraid we lack so much today, 
was: “And they continued stedfastly in 
the apostles’ 


DOCTRINE .. .” 


You will notice the scripture says 
they “continued,” kept going. In the 
face of great opposition they kept go- 
ing. I wonder what some of our “re- 
ligious sissies” of today would do if 
they should have to face some of the 
things this band of “gold-tried-in-the- 
fire” had to face? Some today, when 
you preach the truth, squirm in their 
pews like a piece of fish bait, but, my 
friend, Jesus said heaven and earth 
would pass away, but His words would 
never pass away. It will stand! Will 
you? Some ministers today, just be- 
cause some of the members of their 


congregation will not continue in the 
doctrine, will not preach it. My friend, 
that does not change the doctrine 
that was taught by Jesus Himself to 
the apostles, and they continued 
STEDFASTLY in the same. 

The next clause of verse 42 says, 


“IN BREAKING OF BREAD.” 


Paul tells us in 1 Cor. 10:16b-17, 
“The bread we break, is it not the com- 
munion of the body of Christ? For we 
being many are one bread, and one 
body; for we are all partakers of that 
one bread.” 

Since that bread is the body of 
Christ, when the disciples were break- 
ing bread, they were not only having 
fellowship one with another, but a per- 
sonal communion with Christ. If we 
are having personal communion with 
Him today, there will naturally be a 
great spirit of fellowship. 


because you are not personally con 
sulted about everything and every- 
thing is not conducted as you desire; 
pouting like a little child who desires 
petting; refusing to fellowship God’s 
people because of your selfish desires; 
finding fault with everything and 
everybody; talking about whom you 
choose; having a spirit of stubbornness, 
saying, “I will do as I please,” and “It 
is none of your business’”—all these 
things are signs that the possessor of 
such needs the breaking of bread 
(personal communion with Jesus 
Christ). 

But it IS some of my business how 
people who are called by His name 
talk and act. In Eph. 4:11-13 Paul says, 


Staying away from the church just ;

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“And he (Jesus) gave some, apostles; ! 
and some, prophets; and some, evan- } 
gelists; and some, pastors and teach- s 
ers; for the perfecting of the saints, "e ie 
the work of the ministry, for the edi- 
fying of the body of Christ: till we all ‘ c 
come in the unity of the faith, and of ] t 
the knowledge of the Son of God, unto i n 
a perfect man, unto the measure of the ¥ 
. stature of the fulness of Christ.” Also, a 
1 Cor. 12:28 tells us that God set these f 
in the Church. In this group is includ- a

If you would be interested in any of 
those gifts Paul tells us about in the 
3lst verse of the same chapter, I will 
show the more excellent way to obtain 
such. In 1 Corinthians 13 we are given 
the great chapter of love, which is per- 
fect fellowship. 

If none of these things have moved 


@:: to a desire for a greater Christian

ellowship, then you need the last 
clause of verse 42 of our text: “... And 
in 

PRAYERS” 

Old-fashioned prayer until the Spirit 
begins to pray for us will work mira- 
cles. Yes, some may say this is not so, 
but Rom. 8:26 says, “Likewise the 
Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for 
we know not what we should pray for 
as we ought: but the Spirit itself 
maketh intercession for us with groan- 
ings which cannot be uttered.” We 
need prayer meetings where the soul 
cries out to God for help until people 
are stirred by the Spirit of God. 

What has been a mystery to me, is 
how some people can stay away from 
prayer meetings, and sometimes other 
services, and when they TAKE THE 

OTION to go to church, arrive with a 
mile on their faces, looking like they 
could tell God to “come down off Your 
throne ... Iam here now.” God have 
mercy on such people. 

Notice in verse 43 of our text that 
after they continued in the doctrine, 
fellowship, communion with Christ, 
and prayers, that 

“FEAR 
(conviction that the Holy Ghost was 
with them) came upon every soul: and 
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many wonders and signs were done by 
the apostles.” 

If we have the great fellowship to- 
day, many wonders and signs can be 
done by God’s ministers (not hypo- 
crites). Yes, it is possible today. With 
love and fellowship God will work 
greater miracles among His people. 
Jesus said a house divided against it- 
self shall not stand. If we are to stand, 
we must stand together. 

If Godly fear is to come upon peo- 
ple today to convict them of sin and 
iniquity, we must do as the first clause 
of verse 44 says, “And all that believed 
were 


TOGETHER.” 


“Together” does not mean as some 
are today, against one another, but 
every one FOR the other. In unity and 
fellowship there is strength; in division 
there is weakness. 

According to Webster, “fellowship” 
means “any union or association, 
especially a company of equals or 
friends.” 

We must realize that to God all men 
are equal. 

After all, we all started from the 
same pile of dirt and all talked alike 
and probably had better fellowship un- 


til false religion (the Tower of Babel) 
came along to make division. God help 
us to steer clear of all false religions 
and keep a true Christian fellowship in 
our midst. 

Let us make a covenant as did David 
in Psalms 119:63. “I am a companion 
of ALL them that fear thee, and of 
them that keep thy precepts.” 

Let us strive to be a Christian com- 
panion (one of a pair, of SET, of like 
things) to all Christian people and 
one of those who love and keep His 
Word. ’ 

A lack of fellowship is due to failure 
to walk in the light of God’s Word. 1 
John 1:7, “If we walk in the light, as 
he is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” 

Let us continue in the apostles’ doc- 
trine with such great Christian fel- 
lowship until we can prove to a lost 
world that salvation is as real as God 
Himself. After this short life has been 
spent for Him, we shall have that per- 
sonal fellowship with God the Father, 
His Son, Christ Jesus, the blessed Holy 
Ghost, and all the saints of all ages, in 
that celestial city on the shores of 
God’s eternal paradise.

TOTE THE MONEY U. S. 
SPENDS IN A YEAR

Washington—If it took six men to carry 
off $1,000,000 in the great Boston Brink’s rob- 
bery, how many men would it take to lug 
away the amount of money this country 
spends each year? 

The answer to this question, and many 
another interesting nugget, can be found in 
today’s issue of the “Congressional Record.” 

Rep. Scrivner (Rep., Kans.) supplied the 
financial statistics. 

He said the Federal budget is $41,000,000,000. 

“So if it takes six men to carry $1,000,000 
in paper bills, it would take 246,000 men to 
move the $41,000,000,000,” he said. 

But suppose it were in silver dollars? 

Scrivner had the answer to that one, too. 

“Put 1,000 silver dollars to a sack,” he told 
the House. “Each sack would weigh 58.93 
pounds, sO one man could carry two sacks. 
To sack the budget of $41,000,000,000 would 
require 41,000,000 sacks of $1,000 each, and 
at two sacks per man it would take 20,500,000 
men to move it. 

“This is more than the population of 23 
states and the District of Columbia in the 
1940 census—more than _ the population of 
California, Nevada, and New York.”

“We preach Christ crucified,” 1 Cor. 1:23.
